A T T E M P T I N G TO R IG H T A W R O N G BY 


A N O T H E R W R O N G 
V) hat the Republicans and D em ocrats have both 
j attem pted to do in the last quarter of a century is 
| to right one w rong by perform ing another wrong. 
They do not seem to realize that two w rongs never 
! mak e a right. 


W hen they notice one service or item tha t was 
j benefited by a monopoly, both political parties a t­ 
tem pted to correct this error by creating another 
monopoly, another special privilege. 
H ad the political parties look ed things squarely 
■ n the face and corrected the special privilege that 
was doing injustice to others, we would not now be 
losing our liberty so rapidly nor have check ed the 
initiative that was creating the highest stand ard of 
living the world ever k new. 


AN hen we attem pt to elim inate injustice by creating 
another injustice, instead of benefiting, we do harm . 
To be specific, when certain groups were allowed 
to combine to m ak e labor, or capital, or things 
scarce, so they could be traded a t a fictitious price 
for other articles, it only made things worse to 
perm it other groups to combine to m ak e things 
scarce. 


T his process has gone on so long tha t we now 
recognize 
the 
great 
injustice 
in 
perm itting 
city 
groups to com bine to k eep things scarce so tha t now 
we by law attem pt to compel the farm ers to combine 
to k eep things scarce. 
The result is tha t nearly 
everyone who is attem pting to m ak e his own living 
independently of the governm ent, is .suffering from 
this plan of attem pting to correct a w rong by a 
second wrong. 
Two w rongs never m ade a right. 


Your Pleasure, Colonel?’ 


The opinion is going the rounds tha t the dem ocra­ 
cies’ best defense against the F ascist totalitarian 
states, Is the latter’s astounding financial weak ness. 
The democracies, of course, such as France, E ng­ 
land and the United States, have gone to great 
lengths in m onetary tink ering, taxing and spending. 
But they aren’t in the same class as the F ascists. 
Germany, for example, absorbs about one-third of 
its national income in taxes, and still can’t m ak e 
both ends meet. Italy, faced with poor crops and an 
increasingly unfavorable balance of trade, is hard 
pressed for money, 
And Japan, as everyone k nows, 
is spending beyond its means a t an incredible rate, 
and is giving som ething lik e half of ajl its govern­ 
m ent revenues to the m aintenance and expansion of 
its m ilitary machine. 


F irst economic collapse, m any think , will come in 
Germany. 
G erm any long has been financing her- 
se.f by an am azing technique. 
Any company w ork ­ 
ing for the governm ent—and all im portant com ­ 
panies in a totalitarian state do that m ost of the 
tim e—has been paid in so-called “work bills,” which 
m atured in a j'ear or two. 
The company took these 
to the bank s and discounted them for cash. 
W hen 
the bank s got too m any on hand for the governm ent 
to buy back on the due date, the governm ent refunded 
them . 
L ater still, an “im provem ent” was devised 
w hereby the governm ent gave com panies treasury 
bills which could not be discounted. 
All of these 
companies then got stuck w ith non-negotiable paper, 
and couldn’t get cash to carry on their business. 
R ecently they had to sell stock for this purpose, and 
the result w as a crash in the governm ent-dom inated 
G erm any stock m ark et 


There hasn t been much audible complaint. 
It 
doesn t pay in Germany, where new concentration 
cam ps are being built aa the existing ones have 
proven inadequate to hold H itler’s enemies. 
B ut 
G erm an foreign credit is reaching the non-existent 
point, and conditions are getting worse. One column­ 
ist in describing Germany’s im pending collapse says, 
the prevailing opinion in W ashington is that it 
won’t be long now.” 


T H E T E N C O M M A N D M E N T S — T H E B I L L OF 
R IG H T S 
As we see the paralyzing law s, w hich the crowd 
has demanded passed by our legislators and are 
tak ing liberty from the people and retard ing m an’s 
progress, one sees the wisdom of Moses in giving the 
people the Ten Com m andm ents, It seems tha t these 
Commandments w ere w hat we now call a Bill of 
R ights of the individual, or a C onstitution.

“It Is utterly impossible,” he wrote, “tha t we can 
compete w ith America under this immense burden of 
taxation.” 
B ritain could not hope to k eep step 
with. “America, where every stim ulus is given to 
the energies of industry,” and w here a w ork m an 
could subsist as well on three hours labor a day as 
be could In England on 12 hours. 
( “Taxes are paid 
in the sweat of every man who labors” !) 
W ith this 
tiem endous advantage to the m anufacturers and 
■work men of America, he predicted tha t the new 
country would become the richest and m ost prosper­ 
ous in the world. 


The Englishm an’s prophecy was fulfilled. A m erica 
w ent on and up until she surpassed the M otherland 
in fie ry index of the abundant life. 
We produced 
more and consumed more and “laid up” m ore than 
our’ cousins the John Bulls, 
The com m ercial capital 
of the world was moved from London to New York . 
O ur dollar became the standard of value. 
it wrote, were tak ing from 
Taxes, when the Briti

For, while we 
are not certain of m any things in this life, of this 
we are sure. 
W hen a nation expends the results 
of its labor in non-w ealth producing enterprises 
through political agencies rather than in tbe devel­ 
opm ent of new Industries through the im agination 
and co ura g e of its individual citizens, there can be 


no progress. 
Political spending m ak es for tem po­ 
ra ry em ploym ent of men; the other for continuous 
and increased em ploym ent of men. 
Eighteen of the new industries’developed here in 
the 50 y ears ending in 1930 employ today 9,000 000 
men and w om rn, nearly one-fourth of the total em ­ 
ployed. 
The deflection of the people’s savings from 
industrial ventures to political spending since 1930 
has not added a single man or woman to a w ealth- 
producing pay roll. 
During this period there have 
been a m illion m en and women, exclusive of those 
on relief, added to political pay rolls. 
B ut this em ­ 
ploym ent is overhead, not income producing. 
It is the fashion today to speak slightingly of the 
founders of this government. 
It m ay be tha t our 
borse-and-buggy leaders were dumb, tha t they were 
just ordinary men. 
If that be so, they builded better 
than they k new. 
For they gave us little govern­ 
m ent and littie government expense, leaving with 
the people a large percentage of earnings which vol­ 
untarily adventured into a thousand fields, under 
the stim ulation of enterprisers, who in turn were 
“given every stim ulus.” 
L ittle governm ent expense m eant little govern­ 
m ent m eddling by bureaucrats. 
O ur Am erican m anufacturer-author m ight pa ra ­ 
phrase his British cousin of mo years ago: America 
cannot hope to regain its industrial stride under the 
present immense burden of taxation.

PARADOX

In one of the extraordinarily interesting series of 
articles on the state of Europe now appearing in The 
NVall Street Journal, written by its P aris and London 
correspondents in collaboration, occurs this signifi­ 
cant observation regarding the present Italian econ­ 
omy; 


According to very rough estim ates, the total 
expenditures of the central and local govern­ 
m ents this year amount to 50% of the national 
income, against 33% before the world crisis. 
T his article further discusses the long chain of 
governmental measures by which the Italians have 
more or less successfully endeavored to ad just con­ 
ditions and internal needs. 
The point which the sen­ 
tence quoted brings forcibly to m ind is the extent 
to which a government undertak ing to m anage a 
national economy for the preservation of private 
property as an institution involves itself i.i a process 
which, in essence, turns out to be expropriation of 
private enterprise and ownership.
